This situation would seem to bear 
out predictions made in London 
early in the year, that putting Brit- 
ish estates on a virtual full produc- 
tion basis in 1926 YWwould result in 
the rubber output again exceeding 
consumption, after four years dur- 
ing which demands exceeded sup- 
ply. 

An estimate places the total ship- 
ments of rubber for 1926 at 600,000 
tons, or about 100,000 tons more 
than last year. In the first six 
months of the year, shipments of 
plantation rubber were estimated 
at 271,000 tons and the total ship- 
ments of British rubber at 291,000 
tons. 

Consumption in America fell off 
about 15,000 tons in the six months, 
compared with the same period last 
year, but a better demand is ex- 
pected in this market in the fall. 

The recent announcement by the 
Colonial Office that the restric- 
tion scheme is not likely to be 
abolished has been followed by a 
fall in the price of rubber, which 
is now 1 shilling 7% pence per 
powee.

Reo Official Says Inter- 
state Probe Will 
Reveal Truth 


Lansing, Mich., Aug. 12.— 
“That motor coaches have not 
hnifed greatly into the earnings 
ef steam railroads and inter- 
urban traction lines is quite 
sure to be one of the findings 
as the result of the _ thirteen 
current hearings by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission on 
the subject of highway trans- 
portation,” says Carl Parker, 
manager of bus sales, Reo Mo- 
tor Car Company. 

“That the rise of the highway 
transportation business and the 
fall of rail and passenger revenue 
and the increase in ownership of 
private motor cars, is merely a co- 
incidence, is the opinion held by 
those who are close to the high- 
way transport situation. 

“I doubt very much if it can be 
shown that the duplication of 
passenger service by buses will ac- 
count for as much as 10 per cent 
of the loss of revenue by rails.

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The First Half — 


OW that definite figures for operations in the first half 
of 1926 in the automotive industry are beginning to 
come in, we can see just how remarkable has been the prog- 
ress achieved during this period. . 
From authoritative sources it is learned that produc- 


tion during the first half of the year is more than 10 per 
cent. higher than in the same period of 1925. Production 
usually runs a little heavier during the first months of the 
year than during the latter half and if we take these figures 
as representing a shade over 50 per cent. of the output for 
the whole year 1926 we get an estimate of the whole twelve 
months’ production of more than 4,750,000 motor vehicles. 
The production total in 1925 was 4,336,754 cars and trucks. 
From this and on the basis of what we know already regard- 
ing the operations of the present year, it is evident that a 
new production record is extremely likely. 

From the Department of Commerce come the figures 
for automotive export activity for the first half year. Dur- 
ing that period 126,426 passenger cars were shipped abroad 
from American ports. This compares with 118,170 during 
the first half of 1925. The total value of these shipments in 
1926 reached $93,279,339. At the same time 35,052 motor 
trucks and buses valued at $24,357,657, were shipped abroad. 
The total gain in automotive exports during the six months 
is quoted at $182,066,573, which is a gain of 9.4 per cent. 
over the similar figures for 1925. 

Only an economic cyclone can keep the year 1926 
from being the greatest in the history of the automotive 
industry in America.

But after the 
plan has been installed and the men find that they can make 
more money by piece work, they would not go back to the 
tld system under any circumstances. 

The sooner that all repair shops in this country are 
placed on the piece work basis, the sooner will labor 
unrest be obviated. The automotive industry has always 
been extremely fair to labor and the piece work of pay- 
ment is the fairest method of insuring the capable and 
efficient workman of a fair return on his skill and 
industry. Where this is done there is little chance of the 
skilled workman becoming restive and dissatisfied. 
This is a matter that every automotive merchant with a 
repair department on his hands should ponder carefully 
and discuss with his fellow merchants with a view to 
concerted action.
